Maytorena reported tonight that his 
men had killed seventy-eight of Hill's 
troops, including two majora and nine 
ether officers. One hundred prisoners 
were captured, with a large quantity of 
ammunition and supplies.

Barbara and continued throughout the 
retreat toward Santa Cruz which Hin 
ordered this afternoon when he found 
bie troops outnumbered.

Hill's wounded first were taken to 
Cananea, his headquarters, but tonight 
armved at Naco along with Cananea 
refugees. Supplies and munitions are 
reported on the way, and as the troops 
are withdrawn from the west they are 
purning the railroad bridges.

put under a German military command- 
ant, and that the Austrian civil admin-

THE HAGUB, Sept. 11.—I have just 
returned from Germany, and anything I 
may write cannot be in the least influ- 
enced by fear of German censorship. 
British censorship, however, is to be 
feared. All the American correspon- 
dents in Berlin report that not only have 
vital facts of their dispatches been cut 
out by British censors, but other wholly 
untrue dispatches have been added. 

At this moment the main controversies 
seem to be (1) the German atrocities in 
Belgium and ( the use of dumdum bul- 
lets by the allies. 


On German Atrocities. 

As to the first question, I have some 
first han evidence and a good deal more 
second hand evidence. My opinion is that 
the German trocps did not go beyond the 
laws of war ir. their conquest of Belgium 
but that they applied the laws of war to 
the fullest extent. 

My trip to Liege was made weeks after 
the city fell, but evidence to back up my 
statement remained. In the first place, 
there seemed no signs of indiscriminate 
destruction. There were practically no 
houses in the villages where the fighting 
was that had been just a little injured, 
with here and there a bullet hole or a 
door gone, or windows out. The houses 
were either in ruins or intact. This sig- 
nified disciplined attack, not indiscrim- 


Windows Show Bullet Marks. 

Some windows showed rows of bullet 
holes just under the window sills, im- 
plying, of course, that many more bullets 
had entered the windows. Other windows 
near by showed no bullet marks at all. 
An undisciplined soldiery, war mad and 
out of hand, doesn't leave such orderly 
traces behind it. As I well remember, 
the marks left by the white and Japanese 
allie sin China were quite different. 

One of the few houses leveled in Liege 
iteelf was the boarding house opposite 
the university which had been the abode 
of Russian students. It was a heap of | 
bricks, ali down. But the houses on each | 
side were absolutely intact. There could

“The present situation, as far as Eng- 
land is concerned, is Germanys delib- 
erate disregard of the neutrality of Bel- 
gium, whose integrity Germany as well as 
England guaranteed. Germany has filled 
Belgium with every sort of horror and 
atrocity not in the heat of passion but asa 
part of the settled policy of terrorism.

STRUGGLE A VIOLENT ONE, 

The text of the statement follows: 

“ FIRST—On our left wing in the 
region to the northwest of Noyon our 
advanced troops having come in con- 
tact with superior forces of the enemy 
were compelled this morning to give a 
little ground, Being reinforced, how- 
ever, by fresh men, these troops hare 
vigorously resumed the offensive. 

“The struggle between our forces 
operating between the River Somme 
and the River Oise and the army 
corps which the enemy have grouped 
in the region around Tergnier and St. 
Quentin is of a violent nature. 
These army corps have come, some 
from the center of the enemy's line 
and others from Lorraine and the 
Vosges. These last named corps were 
transported by rail to Cambrai by way 
of Liege and Valenciennes. To the 
north of the River Aisne, as far as 
Berry-Au-Bac, there has been ne 
change of importance. 

No CHANGE IN CENTER. 

* SHCOND—lIn the center there is 
nothing new to report except that we 
have made progress to the east of Reims 
in the direction of Berry and Moronvil- 
liers. Further to the east, as far as the 

Argonne region, the situation shows no 
change. To the east of the Argonne the 
enemy bas not been able to move out of 
Varennes. 

“On the right bank of the River 
Meuse the enemy succeeded in getting 
fovting on the heights of the Meuse, in 
the region of the promontory of Hatton 
Chatel, and, forced in the direction of 
St. Mihiel, he bombarded the forts of 
Paroches and of Camp des Romains. 

“To offset this, to the south of Ver- 
dun we remain masters of the heights 
of the Meuse and our troops, moving out 
of Toul, advanced until they reached the 
region of Beaumont.

“ THIRD—On our right wing the 
enemy has begun to give way before the 
attacks of our troops coming from the 
direction of Naney and Toul. In the 
southern region of Woevre the enemy 
is retiring toward Rupt de Mad (in 
Meurthe-et-Moselle), The action con- 
Unues. On the heights of the Meuse the 
German forces have succeeded in pene- 
trating nearly as far as St. Mibiel (on 
the right bank of the Meuse, twenty 
miles south southeast of Verdun), but 
have not been able to cross the river.” 

FIGHTING IN ALSACE. 

The Lausanne Gazette prints a long 
account of the last fortnight’s fighting 
in upper Alsace, of which no news has 
‘heretofore reached Paris. 

The paper says sharp actions are 
being fought at Vaaelies, Wessling, 
Guebwiller, Munster, and elsewhere 
without marked advantage to either 
side. Muelhazsen is occupied by a 
German force and cannon and sharp- 
shooters are in position at Rehberg 
in the zoological gardens.

Wilson, Through Navy 
Department, Shuts Wire- 
less Station. 


„ Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—By order 
of President Wlleon as commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy the wireless 
station of the Marconi company at Sias- 
conset, Mass., was closed today because 
it declined to recognize the right of the 
federal government to exercise a censor- 
ship over the plant. 

The navy department took no cogni- 
gance of the fact that the Marconi com- 
pany had filed in a federal court an appli- 
cation for an injunction to restrain the 
naval officers from closing or censoring 
the station. 


Show Fight at First. 

The navy department made public to- 
night the telegrams that had passed be- 
tween the department and Ensign F. B. 
Nixon, U. 8. N., in charge of the Sias- 
conset station, as well as the opinion of 
Attorney General Gregory on the legality 
of the action. 

The statement follows 

At 1:23 p. m. the navy department 

received the following message from 

Ensign Nixon, government censor at 

the Siasconset station: 

" Bilasconset, Mass., Sept. 25, 1914. 

“ The following letter was received 
when your instructions were deliv- 
ered to the Marconi man in charge of 
this station: 

I acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of instructions relative to the 
cessation of all radio communications 
at Siasconset, Mass., and would ask 
if you are prepared to carry out your 
orders by force. 

Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Company of America.’ 

“I request instructions. 

F. B. Nrxow.” 


Withdraws Its Challenge. 

At 2:17 p. m. the department received 
the following. 

* Slasconset, Mass., Sept. 25, 1914. 

“Secretary of the navy, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The Marconi company withdrawe 
letter previously sent and the station 
was closed at 1 p. m. F. B. Nrxon.” 

No instructions from the department 
had been sent to Ensign Nixon be- 
tween the receipt of these two mes- 
sages. N 

Attorney General's Opinion. 

The attorney general's opinion follows 
in part: in 

“If the president is of the@pinion that 
the relations of this country with for- 
eign nations are, or are likely to be, en- 
@angered by actions deemed by him in- 
consistent with a due neutrality, it is his 
right and duty to protect such relations 
and in doing so, in the absence of any 
statutory restrictions, he may act thrœigh 
such executive officer or department as 
appears best adapted to effectuate the 
desired end. The act of such executive 
officer or department in such case is the 
act of the president; a denial of the offi- 
cers authority is a denial of the presi- 
dent’s power. 

“The powers above outlined are not 
novel; they have been exercised in nu- 
merous emergencies by presidents of the 
United States, and whenever their exer- 
cise has been attacked by legal proceed- 
ing their validity has, with hardly an ex- 
ception, been upheld by the courts. 


Advises Use of Force. 

“In case it becomes inadvisable, for 
any reason, to continue the censorship I 
do not hesitate, in view of the extraordi- 
nary conditions existing, to advise that 
the president, through the secretary of 
the navy or any other appropriate de- 
partment, close down or take charge of 
and operate the plant in question should 
he deem it necessary in securing obedi- 
ence to his proclamation of neutrality.” 
The department of justice is expected to 
oppose the Marconi company’s applica- 
tion for an injunction in court.

Among the German proclamations this 
note also was struck: In spite of our 
warnings there was shooting last night 
at German soldiers in the performance of 
their duties, after the formal surrender of 
the province of Liege. Now, therefore, 
for the last time, be warned, etc. etc.” 


Must Protect Communication, 

Look it the map of the campaign in 
Frence and you will see that the German 
line of communication runs through 
Belgium. Over 1,000,000 German soldiers 
must be fed with food and ammunition 
by the roads and railroads and wagon 
roads that run through Belgium. 

If the communications between the Ger- 
man army in France and their home 
country are cut in Belgium the German 
army faces destruction. No army of 
1,000,000 can carry with it provisions and 
ammunition for long, nor in these Gays 
live off the country. 

Therefore the Germans will stop at 
nothing to make thelr communications 
safe behind them. I doubt not that they 
would kill every one of the 7,000,000 men, 
women, and children in Belgium rather 
than lose thelr army of 1,000,000 in 
France. But I doubt not also that if the 
Belgians will leave the German com- 
munications alone no personal harm will 
come to them. 

By the laws of war combatants must be 
in uniform. Such men are subject to 
death or capture on sight by the uni- 
formed men of the enemy All others, 
men in civilian clothes, women, and chil- 


dren, are not to be attacked or molested 
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by soldiers. In return for this immunity 
they must not attack or molest soldiers, 
but if they do and are caught in the act 
they are liable to the penalty of death. 

The Germans have inflicted this penalty 
of death on many, perhaps on many thou- 
sands, who were caught shooting, espe- 
cially after the place had once sur- 
rendered. But I firmly believe that all 
stories put out by the British and French 
of tortures, mutilations, assaults, etc., 
by Germans are utter rubbish. 

It would be humanly impossible for the 
Beigian population I saw in the conquered 
district to hold their present attitude if 
that had been so. 


German Discipline Marvelous, 


The German discipline, something so 
tremendous that one in America cannot 
understand it, would never permit it. 

If one ever saw anything of the regu- 
lar precision of the German army he 
would feel the folly of charges that the 
soldiers were allowed to carry along fe- 
male camp followers. 

I am confirmed in this opinion by five 
responsible American correspondents 
who were captured in Belgium by the 
Germans—viz.: John T. McCutcheon and 
James O'Donnell Bennett of Tu CHI C AGO 
TRisuUNe, Irvin 8. Cobb of the Saturday 
Evening Post, Roger Lewis of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and Harry Hansen of the 
Chicago Daily News. They signed a 


round robin to the effect that in their | 


judgment the atrocity stories were non- 
sense. But they are afraid the British 
censor cut off word of that. 

In the Philippines our army had to make 
a rule to stop the cutting of telegraph 
wires. For the first offense the nearest 
house was burned, for the second offense 
the nearest village was burned. This 
checked the practice of wire cutting. The 
Germans are ricidly, sternly, logically 
enforcing a similar policy in Belgium to- 
day. It is the only known way to deal 
with guerilla warfare. 


Germans Anything but Gentle. 


In saying that I think the Germans 
have adhered to the laws of war in Bel- 
gium do not let me imply that they have 
been anywhere gentle or kindly. They 
have not. They have been stern, direct, 
merciless, 

But war, even according to rule, is never 
gentle or kindly. It IS hell, and it is ten 
tim 3 hotter hell in the country of the 
invaded than in the country of the in- 
vader. 

Dreadnoughts may be $10,000,000 apiece 
wastefulness in times of peace; they are 
worth half a billion dollars apiece in time 
of war. 

To recapitulate: The Germans are not 
the Vandals, Huns, etc., they are accused 
of being in this war. 

They have been too busy with the busi- 
ness of war for that, but they have fought 
terribly against their enemies, whether 
uniformed or ununiformed. 

The German army as an organization 
has looted.

But the German private soldier as an in- 
dividual has not come in for any of the 
loot, nor has he slaughtered Belgians, 
French, and English, except according to 
the regular rules and regulations of this 
devil's game of war. 

Exhibit of Dumdum Bullets 

As to the matter of dumdum builets: I 
have in my possession three dumdum bul- 
lets, one French, one German, and one 
English. The French and English bul- 
lets were furnished me by the German 
general staff. I cannot prove they were 
found on British and French prisoners. 
Maybe the Germans dumdummed " the 


| bullets themselves. But it is the opinion 
of the five American correspondents that 
| these were bona fide dumdum bullets. 
The British bullet, like the American, 
| German, and Turkish, is sharp pointed, 
with the center of gravity so far behind it 
turns in the wound instead of going 
| straight ahead. 

The French dumduma, or the one so de- 
ascribed by the German general staff, was 
regulation nickel steel bullet of the 
French army, with the nose hollowed out 
—apparently by machinery, not by hand. 

The German dumdum was ateel jacketed 
with lead nose. It is the favorite cart- 
ridge of the German sportsman, as it 
Stops, stags and boars quickly, but it also 
fits the regulation German military rifle. 
I bought a clip of these bullets in a sport- 
ing goods shop in Berlin. I am informed 
that there are 50,000 case sof them in the 
empire. So if the kaiser decides to re- 
tallate for what he believes to be the 
use of dumdums by his enemies he has the 
means at hand.

New York, Sept. 25.—A tale of war- 
fare from the British camp in France, 
vivid with deacription of the way the 
English forces. faced death on the bat- 
tiefleld, of the jokes they cracked and 
the prayer they said with the bullets 
sweeping their ranks, was brought to 
New York today by the Rev. James 
Molloy, a native of Trenton, N. J. 

The Rev. Mr. Molloy served as chap- 
lain for several weeks with one of the 
British regiments in France and re- 
turned home today on the Mauretania. 

“In a modern battle there is &n over- 
powering sense of unreallty. he said. 


Swap Jests Between Shots. 

The conduct of the English and Irish 
soidiers in the trenches was surprising. 
Tney cracked jokes and sang snatches 
of music hall ballads between volleys. 

“I've heard men under the crashing 
fire of the terrible German guns and 
with comrades dropping all about them 
unite In roaring ‘It’s a Long Road to 
Tipperary,’ as if they were in barracks. 
Sometimes I'd hear a big Irishman call 
out to a neighbor in the trenches, *‘ Well, 
1 winged that Dutchman, all right.’ The 
business of killing with them seemed 
personal and to partake somewhat of a 
sporting event. 


Night Fighting Terrible. 

Perhaps the night fighting is the most 
weird and terrible to see. In this the 
forces of the allies had the superiority 
through their preponderant supply of 
aeroplanes. The allied forces on the re- 
treat from Mons to Senlis had thirty~ive 
aeroplanes, which were busy day and 
night, but particularly at night. 3 

“You could hear a whirring of invis- 
ible propellers overhead, and by straining 
your ears could trace the direction of the 
night flyer over the German positions, 
Gunners stand ready behind their pieces 
keyed up to a wire pitch of efficiency. 

„ Suddenly a spark appears in the heav- 
ens; it falls. The airman has discovered 
the position of a German battery, and 
his falling torch makes the range and 
the position. Instantly the British guns 
roar, and a shower of shells soars up to 
follow the line of that falling star.’’ 


Germans Kind to Wounded Foe. 

„Now. I want to deny emphatically the 
stories of German atrocities. They took 
better care of our wounded than they did 
of their own. We found the British 
wounded on cots, om great piles M soft 
goods, and their wounds carefully ban- 
gaged and cleanly cared for. Yet at these 
same places many of the German wound- 
ed were forced to lie on piles of straw 
arranged for them in the stables and out- 
buildings. No wounded were mutilated, 
as has been charged. The peasants ad- 
mitted the German commanders, while 
terribly strict, were kindly.”

Report of Cressy’s Commander. 
The report on the sinking of the Cressy 
signed by Bertram W. L. Nicholson, 
commander of the late H. M. S. Cressy, 
folows:

They said that a man in the first house 
had had his throat cut by the Germans 
and we were taken into the smoking ruins 
to a spot where blood was on the floor. 
Down in the cellar was a table with food 
on it, where people had probably taken 
refuge. The neighbors say the Germans 
entered the house and killed the man. 


Three Stories Told. 

It was the first evidence of an atrocity 
that we had seen, and we investigated it 
in an effort to learn the truth. From one 
source we heard that the citizen was 
deliberately murdered; from another that 
he had been found in the house studying 
the German troops with a pair of field 
glasses, and from still another that Eng- 
lish soldiers had been firing from the 
house at the German skirmishers and 
that the latter had retaliated on the citi- 
zen in whose house the English had taken 
a protected position. 

The last explanation I believe to be the 


most probable one, for the German offi- 


cers make no secret of the army’s policy 
of killing citizens found in houses where 
sniping has been done. 


Four Houses Burned, 

Only the four houses at the end of the 
street had been burned, although as we 
passed on into the town we saw many 
windows and doors that had been 
emashed or kicked in. 

The fact that we have seen many towns 
in the wake of the German army that 
have not suffered the slightest damage ts 
indicative that houses or towns have not 


| been destroyed by the Germans without 


provocation. 

We found a quaint Belgian barnyard 
where we left the horse and bicycles while 
we continued on into the town in search 
of food. 

The town was dead. Al: the shops were 
closed. A few people were teen and 
mese looked upon us with wonder, for 
they thought we were English. Wecould 
hear the word Anglals as we passed. 
They could not understand why any Eng- 
lish people should still be coming into 
the place. 


Bridge Found Destroyed, 
The bridge across the Sambre at this 
point was destroyed and we were obliged 
to go up to the next town, a couple of 
miles away, where a little outpost of Ger- 
mans was guarding the bridge at Buis- 
siere. If we could cross the Sambre we 
could then swing back toward Maubeuge, 
although the people in Merbes le Chateau 
told us that the great body of German 
troops had gone eastward toward Beau- 
mont. 

Our caravan proceeded out through the 
edge of Merbes le Chateau and struck the 
little village of Rawarte, where a num- 
ber of houses had been smashed by shell 
fire. One shell had entered a window ahd 
éxploded inside a room. It is to be hoped 
that the room was not occupied at the 
time, for, if it were, the occupant must 
have had an anxious moment or two. 
Across the river a range of bluffs rose 
seventy-five or a hundred feet above the 
town of Buissiere and the valley of the 
Sambre. As we drove along we passed 
a number of men carrying water with 
which to soften the ground in order to 
dig. graves. A huge stack of oats was 
burning and the country and villages 
seemed strangely silent and empty, a Sun- 
day feeling with everybody away. 

As yet we had seen no Germans, 

When a couple of hundred yards from 
the outskirts 1 Buissiere we heard two 


rifle shots across the river, but neither 
then nor later did we learn the cause. 
We heard no, bullets and are certain the 
shots were not directed our way. Pos- 
sibly they may have been signals of an 
approach. 

In a few minutes we saw four German 
soldiers come around a street corner 
ahead of us and walk in our direction. 
They had their arms full of bottles of 
wine, and one of the soldiers was slight- 
ly intoxicated. Each carried a lance, 
although the soldiers were not mounted. 

An officer was called, and our passes 
examined, found sufficient, and we were 
allowed to cross the bridge. It was a 
draw bridge over a mill race, and a few 
yards farther on was a wider bridge over 
the Sambre. 

It may be well to describe somewhat 
fully the lay of the land at this point, 
Buissiere, for the town was the scene of 
a desperate battle two days before. The 
buildings were horribly battered by shell 
fire and several of them were in ruins. 
The scene was a vivid and grim picture 
of the meaning of war. Smoke was still 
rising from the wreckage of the houses. 


Street Beneath Bluff. 

A steep bluff runs along the south bank 
of the Sambre. At the base of this bluff 
and overhung by it runs a single street 
with houses on each side. A street run- 
ning at right angles crosses the maip 
bridge and the smaller one over the mill 
race and leads northward into the open 
fields, where it crosses a stone culvert. 
There is a considerable collection of 
houses on the east side of this street, but 
on the west side the valley is compara- 
tively clear. 

The French occupied strong breast- 
works at the top of the bluff, supported 
by artillery posted behind. The Germans 
had to cross the open flelds, descend into 
the valley, crowd thelr columns on the 
culvert, and march in a narrow file to the 
two bridges over the Sambre. Every foot 
of their advance was in the open. 


Sniper Killed in Fight. 

The young German offiger asked if we 
would Uke to see how battle was 
fought, which, of course, we would, and 
he led the way down the atreet under the 
bluff. As he went, he pointed out a house 
where a man of 70 in citizen's clothes was 
found dead with a rifle in his hands. 

In a large courtyard, adjoining what 
seemed to be a public building. we saw 
a considerable number of French sol- 
diers who had been made prisoners. They 
were guarded by Germans, but were al- 
lowed to talk freely with the villagers 
who stood with them 

I never see French soldiers without be- 
ing struck by the criminal folly of send- 
ing men thus uniformed into battle. Their 
eoats are long and cumbersome, as well 
as unsoldierly looking; their trousers are 
red, and their shoes are laced. Asa tar- 
get, a French soldier is conspicuously in- 
viting as far as he can be seen. 

What @ contrast to this um form is the 
dusty arcenish gray uniform of the Ger- 
man, who wears an ideal garb both for 
service and for its protective coloring. 


Steep Path Up Bluff. 

At the end of the street, only a couple 
of hundred yards from the street which at 
right angles crosses the bridge, a steep 
path leads up to the top of the bluff, and 
abong the edge of the bluff were th2 earth- 
works, scréened by bushes and piled up 
branches of trees, which were occupied 
by the French. 

There were two regiments holding this 
position, supported by excellent artillery, 
posted far behind them. One regiment 


; 


was the Forty-elghth Chasseurs A Pied; 
the other, one whose number I did not 
hear. 

The scene in the trenches: was one of 
great confusion, showing how panicky 
the Frenchmen had become. Caps, haver- 
sacks, cartridges, tobacco. food, canteens, 
broken rifles, blood-stained; note books, 
shirts, and shoes were strewn on the 
ground in a way which eloquently told 
how precipitate had been the flight of the 
French defenders, 

Pieces of wearing apparel, soaked with 
blood, were scattered about. Rifles, 
broken at the stocks, showed how the 
French had smashed them in order that 
they might be useless when found by the 
‘Germans. 


Fail to Stop Germans. 

In this incomparable position, high over 
the town and wit only one avenue of 
approach across a broad, sloping fleld and 
down an exposed road, ail parts of which 
could be reached by direct fire, the French 
failed to stem the German advance. 

The desperate heroism of the Teutons 
must have been brilllant to have over- 
come the great advantage of this position. 

„The town lay compactly below the bluff, 
one street flanked by two rows of houses; 
then the deep river; then another row of 
houses on the right. and then the broad 
valley, sloping down to the river bottoms. 
Across the open field and down the narrow 
road, the Germans had to come, and it is 
a wonder that any of them ever suc- 
ceeded in getting across alive. 


Seventy Bodies in Field. 


Seventy German bodies were found in 
a cabbage field, where they were mowed 
down by the men on the bluff, The French 
had mined the bridge, but the German 
advance was too swift and furious for the 
French to explode the mines. 

Two companies of Germans, numbering 
500 men, charged up the narrow path 
with bayonets fixed and drove the 
Frenchmen out. 

There were about 300 killed and wound- 
ed on both sides. 

The German officer who showed us the 
field said that the French artillery did 
excellent work, but the infantry did not. 
He expressed the belief that the French 
had been ordered to hold the position as 
long as possible and then to fall vack. 
Men with such orders, he said, were much 
more likely to fall back than men who 
had been told to hold a position in spite of 
everything. 


Not Retreat, but Stampede. 

Far to the rear of the abandoned 
trenches the story of filght was eloquent 
in the record left. There were casks of 
wine, piles of sugar, mattresses, belts, 
caps, canteens, and hundreds of unused 
cartridges 

It must have been a stampede of ter- 
rified men instead of a retreat. 

A drizzling rain set in, and as the after- 
noon was waning we had to decide what 
next te do~whether to remain in Buis- 
siere for the night, or decide which road 
to take, that toward Maubeuge or that 
toward Beaumont. 

We knew we could not go as far as 
Maubeuge, because the French stilt held 
it. but we thought we might get fairly 
close up to the German lines three or 
four miles this side of the city. 

Thus we had only eight miles to go. So 
we started along, our horse and cart and 
our two bicycles. It was about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon.

TEACH CHILDREN TO BUY. 

New York, Sept. 25.—Beginning next 
week, an educational plan will be inavgu- 
rated in the public schools of New York 
City with the view of teaching the pupils 
how to buy food supplies. This announce- 
ment was made today by George W. Perk- 
ins, chairman of the mayor’s food supply 
committee, 

More than 800,000 circulars, the first of 
a series on the subject, will be distributed 
among the public schools on Monday. 
The first circular will deal with practical 
suggestions on How to Buy.“ Others 
will deal with What to Buy.“ When to 
Buy,” “How to Save Waste,“ and the 
like. : 

The circulars will be in plain, simple 
language, and the teachers will seek to 
impress on the children the necessity of 
using what they have learned in arith- 
metic. The children will be urged to take 
the circulars home and explain what they 
have learned to their parents. 

The circulars are the result of numer- 
ous conferences bet ween the mayor's sup- 
ply committee and 3 committee of the 
members from the education staff, ap- 
pointed by President Churchill of the 
board of education.

Mrs. Carlos Montezuma, wife of the 
physician who ingiste he is the victim of 
a “frameup,” testified she had taken the 
child from Dr. W. F. Bruney, euperin- 
tendent of the Anna Ross sanitarium, 
and carried it to Miss Bleimes at a room- 
ing house at 4900 Ellis avenue. 

Counsel for the defense tried to impeach 
her statements, as well as those of Stella 
May.

UNITE EFFORTS 
TO MAKE TRADE 


Chicago and New Orleans 
Join in Calling Confer- 
ence at St. Louis. 


PLANS FORMED HERE. 


Definite steps to develop South Ameri- 
can trade on the part of the manufactur- 
ere and merchants of the United States 
were taken here yesterday. At a confer- 
ence of Chicago business men and New 
Orleans business men a call was prepared 
for a general conference of the business 
interests of the Mississippi valley in St 
Louis. The date of Oct. 23 has been 
tentatively agreed on, but may be 
changed. 

The members of the foreign trade com- 
mittees of the Association of Commerce 
and the IMinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion met with Mayor Behrman of New Or- 
leans; M. B. Trezevant, manager of the 
New Orleans chamber of commerce; and 
J. B. Edmunds at the First National 
bank. 


These Points to Be Taken Up. 
It decided to place these four points be- 
fore the conference in St. Louis: 

1. Transportation by way of the 
Mississippi valley to South and 
Central America. 

2. Promotion and development 
of trading and export companies 
to effect change of raw materials 
and manufactured commodities. 

3. Direct exchange of credits so 
as to eliminate the London biil of 
exchange. 

4. To establish industries to 
manufacture the raw matertals of 
South America and to work for 
legislation which will protect 
these manufactures either by 
means’ of new patent laws, reve- 
nue acts, or tariff’ measures.

Plan New Bylaws. 


HE system of paying dues and of 

securing representation to the IIII- 

nois Equal Suffrage association val 

will be considerably altered if a 

bylaw proposed is adopted by the 
state suffrage convention next month. 
The bylaw is favorable to the larger 
suffrage organizations which are affiliated 
with the state organization. 

It provides that instead of a payment 
of 25 cents per member for every organ- 
ization of more than twenty-five members 
the dues will be $2 for every twenty-five 
members. A delegate to the state con- 
vention will be allowed for every twenty- 
five members pay ng $2. This will save 
hundreds of dollars for several of the 
larger organizations.

Recommendation of $20,000,000 
Harbor Bill Voted—Final Passage 
Expected Today. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Special.] 
~The last stave wae kicked out of the 
$98,000,000 river and harbor bill pork bar- 
rel today when the house committee voted 
unanimously to recommend the accept- 
ance of the senate 20.000. 000 substitute. 

The committee’s recommendation prob- 
ably will be presented to the house to- 
morrow and acted on immediately. When 
the house formally ratifies the senate re- 
ductionse the most successful fight on a 
gigantic grab bill in the history of the 
government will be ended.

Supreme Court Alone May 
Reverse Owens and 
Sweitzer Decrees. 


M’CORMICK SHUNS 6. 0. P. 


Unless the Supreme court reverses the 
decisions of County Judge John E. Owens 
and County Clerk Robert M. Sweitzer 
women will be permitted to vote for candi- 
dates for county commissioners both in 
Chicago and in the country towns of 
Cook county. 

Mr. Sweitzer is expected today to follow 
the ruling of Judge Owens and hold tha! 
in all the country towns of the county, not 
under the jurisdiction of the Chicago 
election commissioners, nothing in the 
legal aspects of the case warrants the 
prohibition of women voting for these 
candidates. 

Such an intimation was thrown out by 
Mr. Sweitzer yesterday following a con- 
ference with President A. A. McCormick 
of the county board and the Progressive 
candidates for county commussioners 
from the country districts. He decided to 
withhoid his ruling until today when he 
will receive a delegatioin of equal suffrage 
spokesmen, headed by Catherine Waugh 
McCulloch. 


Guided by Expediency, Too. 

Aside from the legal phase of the con 
troversy, the county clerk will be guideu 
somewhat by expediency. County Judge 
Owens’ jurisdiction in election matte’s 
extends to the town of Cicero, but votet 
of Cicero cannot vote for candidates fur 
county commissioners from the city dis- 
tricts. His ruling, however, permits the 
women of Cicero to vote for commission- 
ers from the country districts. Unlea« 
the county clerk, who has jurisdiction in 
the case in all the other country towus 
of the county, should agree with Judze 
Owens, Cicero would be the only tow: 
in the outside districts in which women 
could vote for the country town candi- 
dates for the county board, which, it is 
held, would lead to another court litiga, 
tion that might seriously jeopardize the 
election in the country districts. 

County Clerk Sweitzer, however, has 
decided to clear up the situation by ruling 
the women can vote for these candidates 
in the country districts.

Washington, D. O., Sept. 25.—[Special.] 
—The senate committee on privileges and 
elections will recommend a sweeping in- 
vestigation into the expenditures made 
by and in behalf of Roger C. Sullivan dur- 
ing the primary campaign ir. Illinois. 

The only question before the committee 
now as far as Sullivan is concerned is 
whether to start the investigation now or 
wait until after the November election. 

After hearing Carl 8. Vrooman, erst- 
while candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination for senator from Illinois and now 
assistant secretary of agriculture, the 
committee informally decided today to 
recommend the investigation. Some of 
the Democratic members insisted that it 
be delayed until after the election. Sen- 
ators Clapp and Kenyon, Republican 
members, insisted that it be taken up now. 


Decide on Inquiry Today. 

The Anal action depends largely on the 
outcome of the meeting which will be 
held tomorrow. At that meeting Con- 
gressmen Keily, Walters, and Rupley of 
Pennsylvania will urge an investigation 
into the expenditures made in behalf of 
Senator Penrose in Pennsylvania. 

The Democrats admit that they want 


the Penrose investigation to start imme- 


diately in order to improve the chances 
of their candidate in the election. The 
Republicans insist that if one investiga- 
tion is started now the other should be. 
The matter may be settled by the ap- 
pointment of two subcommittees, one to 
invest.gate the Illinois case and theother 
to investigate the Pennsylvania primary. 


Hints at Improper Spending, 

Mr. Vrooman was inwted to appear be- 
fore the committee at the suggestion of 
©.nator Norris. 

He told the senators of his experiences 
during the months he was an active can- 
didate for the nomination for senator. 
He said he became conv.nced during his 
campaign that if Sull.van kept his oppo- 
sition divided victory would be easy. He 
withdrew, he said, in order to solidify 
the opposition to Sullivan. 

Mr. Vrooman was asked if he had any 
ev.dence of improper expenditures by 
Sullivan or by friends of Sullivan with 
the latter’s cognizance. He said he had. 

He then proceeded to give the committee 
a number of names of persons whom he 
said could substantiate the charges of 
improper expenditures. 


_ Cites Headquarters Expense. 

| Mr. Vrooman sa.d, among other things, 
that the monthly expense of the Sullivan 
headquarters in Chicago amounted to 
more than the total amount of expendi- 
tures filed by Sullivan with the senate. 

He admitted that much of this expense 
could go under the head of “ personal ex- 
penses, and thus escape the necessity 
for filing with the senate. He said the 
volume of the outlay, however, was such 
that he thought the senate should inves- 
tigate it. 

One of the senators asked him how he 
| felt about appearing against the nominee 
of his party who won the nomination in 
a contested election while he himself was 
occupying @ position high in the gift of 
ithe party. Mr. Vrooman promptly re- 
plied that his position could go hang 
so far as he is concerned if it neceasitated 
his remaining silent on Sullivan. 

He intimated strongly that he may yet 
return to Illinois to participate in the 
campaign against Roger.

CUT IN EXPORTS 


Total Decrease for August 
as Compared with 1913 
Is $77,000,000. 


IMPORTS LOSE SOME. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 25.~—Tremen- 
dous decreases in American export trade 
during August, resulting from the war in 
Europe were shown in detall today by 
comparisons in the department of com- 
merce with the business of one year ago. 

Export trade to Germany ‘practically 
came to a standstill, while that to France 
and Great Britain, whose shipping has not 
been 80 seriously interrupted, showed 
only a comparatively small décrease. 
Trade to Belgium and that to Argentina. 
which depends largely on foreign ship- 
ping, suffered heavily. 


European Decrease $58,320,619. 

The decrease in August’s export trade 
to Europe as a whole amounted to $58,- 
320,619. That represented in a large 
measure the decrease in credit abroad as 
employed to ofiset American obligations. 
The falling off in exports to all countries 
reached more than 577, 000, 000. One year 
ago in August the total was §187,900,020, 
compared with $110,369,240 last month. 

The effect of war upon Americ¢an im- 
port trade was not 60 great. Last month 
it amounted to §120,767,800, compared 
with $137,651,553 in August. 1913. The im- 
ports from Germany and Great Britain 
did not show as large a decrease as those 
from France. The decrease from Europe 
as a whole was about $17,000,000. 


How Exports Were Affected. 
Manufacturers showed the largest de- 
crease in exports among the various 
groups. Foodstuffs, almost maintained 
their level of one year ago.
